Eagle-eyed 
deterrent 
to scare off 
the pigeons

AN EAGLE and Peregrine Falcon are 
standing guard at a Sandwell 
museum to keep pooping pigeons at 
bay. 

Sandwell Council has drafted in the 
duo to help keep the peace at Haden 
Hill House Museum in Rowley Regis. 

They have been placed by first floor 
windows to scare the pigeons away 
and stop them splattering pathways. 

A staff member suggested the idea 
after seeing plastic owls stuck on the 
outside of buildings to discourage 
pigeons. 

Frank Caldwell, museums service 
manager, said: “We’ve got some won¬ 
derful Victorian taxidermic speci¬ 
mens which we have pressed into 
service. 

“To date we’ve recruited a White 
Tailed Fish Eagle and a Peregrine 
Falcon which eagle-eyed visitors may 
be able to spot looking out from first 
floor windows. 

“It’s very much a ‘try it and see’ at 
this stage but if it works we might 
experiment with other birds at our 
other sites.” 


New gym plan 
wins backing 

WORK on a new gym as part of a 
£1 million revamp at Stourbridge 
College is scheduled to begin next 
month. 

A planning application to trans¬ 
form a courtyard and the old staff 
dining room into a new development 
for students and staff to work out has 
been given approval by bosses at 
Dudley Council. 


Restoration fears over delay on scheme 
to turn historic foundry into health centre 


ONE of the Black Country’s “most important” 
buildings is in severe danger of falling beyond 
repair if urgent action is not taken soon, cam¬ 
paigners have warned. 

The grade II listed Foster and Rastrick Foundry 
site in Lowndes Road, Stourbridge, has stood empty 
for more than eight years, during which time it has 
been repeatedly targeted by vandals. 

Landowners Quadrant Land Partnership won 
approval to transform it into a medical complex at 
the beginning of last year — but there has been no 
sign of progress. 

The West Midlands Historic Buildings Trust has 
now completed a report into alternative uses, which 
will be revealed in May. 

Ward councillor Malcolm Knowles said residents 
were “extremely concerned” about the state of the 
building. “It needs something done as soon as possi¬ 
ble. This is part of Stourbridge’s heritage - a very

important part - and it’s in danger of getting into so 
bad a state it can’t be restored. We need to look after 
it.” The foundry is one of the area’s few grade II listed 


buildings, and is one of five listed buildings on the 
site. 

It has been standing empty since 2003 and has 
been on English Heritage’s register as being seri¬ 
ously at risk since 1999. 

English Heritage spokeswoman Helen Bowman 
added: “We share the concerns of local people and the 
council about the condition of the building and are 
anxious to see it brought back into use as soon as pos¬ 
sible.” 

The 30,000-sq ft healthcare complex would be 
named The Lion Medical Centre in recognition of the 
foundry having manufactured the first steam loco¬ 
motive to run on rails in America in 1829, known by 
as the “Stourbridge Lion”. 

A spokeswoman for property developers Quadrant 
Land Partnership, of Malt Mill Lane, Halesowen, 
said “the company did not wish to make a comment 
at this time”. 


University 
scholarship 
for student 

HALESOWEN College A-level 
student April-Faith Russell is cele¬ 
brating after being awarded a 
£2,500 scholarship to do her dream 
course at Bangor University. 

The 18-year-old will be studying 
for a degree in creative studies 
including media, journalism and 
photography from October. 

She is the first student from the 
college to be awarded a scholarship 
at the university. They are given to 
only four students across the UK 
every year. 

April-Faith, from Oldbury, is 
studying English literature, media 
and ICT. She said: “I am absolutely 
delighted to have received this 
scholarship.” 


BAILED ROBBER 
SMUGGLED DRUG 


A SERIAL criminal who 
robbed six frightened 
teenagers at knifepoint in 
the Black Country was freed to 
start smuggling drugs after his 
arrest, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Oliver Bell was given police bail 
while waiting for the case to be dealt 
with and promptly caught a flight to 
the Caribbean. 

The 29-year-old was arrested 
again weeks later while trying to 
board a plane back to England from 
Trinidad and Tobago when officials 
discovered he was carrying a “signif¬ 
icant” amount of cocaine, Miss Heidi 
Kubik, prosecuting, told the court. 

He was locked up and sentenced to 
three years’ hard labour by 
Caribbean authorities at that stage. 

But the decision to release him in 
the first place was questioned by a 
judge when Bell finally faced justice 
in this country. Bell, of Wood Norton 
Road, Rowley Regis, was jailed for a 
further four years and eight months 
for the crime spree in Halesowen. 

Judge Robin Onions said at the 
hearing on Tuesday: “I am surprised 
that he was bailed after being 
charged with the robberies, espe¬ 
cially since his previous convictions 
included two for failing to surrender 


and breaches of court orders.” Bell 
was in a gang of three who robbed a 
group of 15-year-old boys of four 
phones worth almost £800 at a recre¬ 
ation ground in Hurst Green, Hale¬ 
sowen. Bell had warned the 
teenagers “let go of the mobiles or I 
will stab you”, Miss Kubik said. 

The victims were grabbed and 
ordered to empty their pockets in the 
robbery, in May 2009. Father-of-two 
Bell and another man then robbed a 
17-year-old youth and girl aged 16 of 
a mobile, handbag and two gold 
chains in Leasowes Park, Hale¬ 
sowen, about three weeks later. 

Horrendous 

The youth noted the number of a 
blue Citroen Saxo parked nearby 
which matched a vehicle seen at the 
location of the earlier offence and 
turned out to belong to Bell’s girl¬ 
friend. 

He was arrested the next day and 
found to be in possession of one of the 
stolen mobiles, said Miss Kubik. 
None of the other stolen property was 
recovered. 

Mr Jonathan Challinor, defending, 
said Bell found hard labour “horren¬ 
dous”. Bell admitted the six rob¬ 
beries. He had been returned to the 
UK to complete his Caribbean sen¬ 
tence in this country this year in an 
exchange programme.

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Hospital in 
challenge 
on council 
parking bid 


DUDLEY’S Russells Hall Hospital 
is fighting council plans to stop 
patients, staff and visitors parking 
on car-clogged roads nearby, it has 
been revealed. 

Dudley Council has been consulting 
on proposals to tackle problems caused 
by parking in streets nearby. 

Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Founda¬ 


tion Trust chief executive Paula Clark said 
she lodged an objection as she did not feel 
plans to restrict on-road parking would 
solve problems. 

Residents say drivers visiting the hospi¬ 
tal clog surrounding streets, despite a 691- 
space car park opening. 

The council’s transport chief said he was 
“surprised” at Mrs Clark’s reaction as “the 
parking problems are caused by people at 
the hospital”. 

Up to 50 extra spaces may 
be made available as soil is 
moved from behind the new 
car park - but a planning 
application must go in first. 

Council chiefs want 
parking restrictions to deter 
drivers from leaving vehi¬ 
cles in streets. 

Councillor Angus Adams, 
cabinet member for trans¬ 
port, said: “The hospital is 
arguing it can rectify the sit¬ 
uation itself but we have 
been waiting for a long time 
and it doesn’t seem to be 
happening. 

“We will look at the objec¬ 
tion but if it is not justified 
we will just take it as part of 
the consultation.” 

Plans include restricted 
access and waiting restric¬ 
tions on neighbouring 
roads.

Designed by Russian 
architect Berthold Lubetkin 
and constructed between 
1935 and the zoo’s opening 
in May 1937, they have been 
listed as buildings of special 
architectural or historical 
interest. 

They were given World 
Monuments Fund status in 
2009 as being of interna¬ 
tional significance.

The complex originally 
provided a trio of enclosures 
for lions on the right, polar 
bears in the centre and 
tigers on the left, but the 
central area has remained 
empty for years after polar 
bears were removed from

COUNCIL bosses will continue seizing horses 
from the streets of Sandwell. 

It follows seizures of two animals recently from 
the Weddell Wynd patch of land, Tipton Green. 

The council, trying to stop stray horses wan¬ 
dering streets and wrecking gardens, says more 
horses seen wandering will be taken. 

Councillor Ian Jones, Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for jobs and economy, said: “We have 
instructed the bailiffs to continue their endeav¬ 
ours and it would seem that the roaming horses 


have disappeared. We would like any residents to 
notify us if they are still in the area. 

“We have started on this process and we will be 
making sure we clean up the Tipton area but we 
want to speak to the responsible horse owners to 
try and get some resolutions to the problem 
which has been with us for 50 or 60 years.” 

It is expected to cost up to £1,000 to remove 
each horse. 

Owners have to pay medical, stabling and 
feeding costs to get them back.

STRAY horses plaguing the Black 
Country will be impounded under an 
old law as part of a new plan unveiled 
by police and council leaders. 

It came after Dudley Council officers 
agreed seizure of horses fell under section 
24 of the Town and Police Clauses Act 
1847, allowing cattle on a highway to be 
seized and impounded. 

The council will pay police an undis¬ 
closed sum so horses straying onto roads 
can be seized and found permanent homes 
if owners do not appear in three days, in a 
six-month trial. 

Hundreds of reports of animals causing 
havoc wandering across main roads 
flooded in since the start of the year, espe¬ 
cially in Pensnett, Brockmoor, Kingswin- 
ford and Coseley areas. 

Chief Inspector Mark Bramwell said: “It 
means that we can actually take positive 
action and possibly move the horses for 
good, should they cause a problem. We get 
high volumes of calls each week and in 
many cases we have been powerless to act. 
The issue has always been identifying 
owners for these animals, however the new 
arrangement will give the owner the 
option to come forward and deal with the 
issue.” 

When an animal is impounded and 
moved to a paddock outside the Black 
Country, the owner has three days to prove 
ownership and settle fines. Bosses have 
declined to say how much it will cost. 

Council director of urban environment, 
John Millar, said they had a reactive 
service to help deal with stray horses after 
months of behind the scenes work with a 
number of agencies. “We will continue to 
work with our partners to tackle the 
problem of horses abandoned by irrespon¬ 
sible owners across the borough.”

AN UNEMPLOYED mechanic who 
drove home when more than four 
times the drink-drive limit was fol¬ 
lowed home by an off-duty police 
officer who watched on as he took 20 
minutes to find his front door keys. 

Jason Pritchard had been drinking at 
The Cat pub in Wordsley before heading 
home in the early hours in his parents’ car. 
But he almost collided with the officer as 
he left the car park, Dudley Magistrates 
Court heard. 

The officer followed 36-year-old 
Pritchard to his home in Barnett Lane, 
Kingswinford. 

Pritchard, who was driving a Peugeot 
VRM, almost collided with a second vehicle 
coming in the opposite direction and was 
seen driving down the middle of the road in 
the incident at about 12.30pm, said Mr 
David Truelove, prosecuting. 

When he reached his home, where he 
lives with his parents, he was “moving the 
car backwards and forwards” trying to 
reverse onto the drive. 

Mr Truelove said: “The officer then 
watched the defendant and saw him spend 
a full 20 minutes — and she counted - 
trying to open the front door.” 

Banned 

Pritchard was so drunk that “he did not 
even require a roadside breath test”, said 
Mr Truelove. 

Pritchard, an unemployed mechanic 
who previously worked at Kwik Fit in 
Halesowen, had 146 microgrammes of 
alcohol per 100 millilitres of breath when 
he was tested on April 4. The legal drink- 
drive limit is 35 microgrammes. 

Pritchard, who admitted drink driving, 
was given a 12-month community order 
and must carry out 300 hours of unpaid 
work. He was also banned from driving for 
30 months. 

Chairman of magistrates, Mr Michael 
Penn, said: “A custodial sentence could 
have been imposed but, taking into 
account your previous record and your 
remorse, we will make a community 
order.” 

Mr Jahangeer Aslam, defending, said 
Pritchard could not remember being at the 
pub and had reacted badly to finding out 
his partner was having an affair.

Police overtime bill rockets 


THE cost of overtime for West 
Midlands Police has jumped 
by almost 60 per cent in the 
last decade. 

The police overtime bill for the 
force has increased from £11.4m 
in 2000/01 to almost £18m in 
2009/10 - meaning each officer is 
now pocketing an average of 
£2,081 on top of their annual 
salary. 

The bill peaked in 2007/08 at 


£24. lm, but it has been slashed by 
more than £3.3m last year as the 
force att-empts to reduce costs in 
the wake of stinging Government 
cuts to budgets. 

Staffordshire Police spent 
£5.3m last year on police over¬ 
time, up 13 per cent on a decade 
ago, averaging £2,442 an officer, 
while West Mercia’s bill spiralled 
to £4.9m from £3.8m, an average 
of £2.034 per officer. 

West Mercia managed to reduce 


payouts by £906,000 the last year, 
while payments have increased in 
Staffordshire by £308,000. 

West Midlands Police is being 
forced to make savings of £125m 
and Staffordshire Police £39m as 
Government funding for the 
police service is cut by 20 per cent 
in real terms by 2014/15.West 
Midlands Police has warned that 
it faces losing 2,250 jobs, with the 
Staffordshire force shedding 600 
jobs and West Merica 300.

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Blaze at the hall proved 
Charles’ baptism of fire 


Former Dudley fireman Charles Johnson 


JUST eight months into his new 
job in 1947, Charles Johnson 
found himself fighting a ferocious 
fire as it swept through historic 
Himley Hall. 

“It burned for six days straight and 
was the biggest fire I fought in my 30- 
year career,” said the 91-year-old 
great-grandfather. 

The devastating blaze was one of thou¬ 
sands he tackled as a fireman posted at 
Dudley Fire Station in Tower Street. 

After leaving the army in 1946 following 
six years of service, aged 25, he found 
himself without a trade to fall back on. 

Instead he signed up to join the national 
fire service and found himself back in

Dudley where he was born. He was one of 
38 former soldiers, airmen and sailors who 
had been recruited after the end of the 
Second World War. 

“It was quite an upheaval for us all 
coming out of the forces,” he said. 

“We had all been through so much during 
the war that we all had a lot in common and 
this gave us this good comradeship. 

“It was a pleasure to go to work and I 
really mean that, we all enjoyed our job.” 

The former Grenadier Guard said the 
fire at Himley Hall, which broke out during 
its conversion for use by the National Coal 
Board and gutted the south wing, was par-

ticularly memorable because of the scale of 
the devastation. 

“I was in one of the first fire engines to 
arrive at the hall. There were 17 fire 
engines there in total because it was such 
a huge fire. 

“It did a lot of damage and it took a lot of 
water and effort to put it out,” he said. 

When Mr Johnson joined the service, 

Dudley had three engines and the base was 
in charge of eight other stations stretching 
from Kinver in South Staffordshire across 
the Black Country to Old Hill and Coseley. 

The former St John’s Primary School 
pupil said the early uniforms were “primi¬ 
tive” and offered very 
little protection. 

“We had rubber boots 
and cork hats but no 
gloves. Alot of a fireman’s 
body was exposed to the 
flames,” he said. 

“The uniform has 
changed beyond recogni¬ 
tion over the years and 
I’m in awe of the uni¬ 
forms they have now 
which provide all the pro¬ 
tection they could want.” He said the 
hours were tough as firemen would 
often work for 24 hours and then have 
24 hours off before returning for 
another full-day shift. “Over time we 
went from working 84 hours a week to 
40 hours a week. But nobody ever com¬ 
plained about the work,” he said. The

fire station in Tower Street closed in 
1999 when a new one opened in Burton 
Road. 

Father-of-four Mr Johnson, who 
retired at 55, said he was pleased that 
the old station was going to be given a 
new lease of life as part of a new voca¬ 
tional centre for Dudley College. “They 
are keeping the front of the station so 
it will be there for a long time yet. I am 
glad it’s being used, it’s better than it 
standing empty,” he said. 

Rugby fan Mr Johnson, who has two 
grandchildren and three great-grand¬ 
children, now lives at Dixons Green 
Court, a sheltered housing scheme on 
the site of the old Kates Hill Primary 
School. 

Uncanny 

It’s just a stone’s throw from where 
he grew up. 

For the past three months, as part of 
a “good neighbour” scheme run by Age 
UK, Mr Johnson has been receiving 
weekly visits from fellow retired fire¬ 
fighter Ian Rawlings, 42, from 
Kingswinford. 

Mr Rawlings joined the fire service 
just four years after Mr Johnson left 
and the pair enjoy swapping stories. 

Mr Rawlings said: “It is uncanny 
that we have so much in common. 

“We both share a love of rugby so we 
always have lots to talk about. 

“I have some time on my hands and 
I really get a lot of enjoyment out of 
doing it.” 


Business booming 
for micro-brewery 

A MICRO-BREWERY which aims to keep traditions alive is seeing 
business boom. Black Country Ales, based at the Old Bulls Head, 
Lower Gornal, supplies beer to pubs across the West Midlands. 

It has taken over The Whitley in Stourbridge Road, Halesowen, which was 
empty for three years. Bosses are also in talks with the Wetherspoons chain to 
supply ale to its pubs in the region. The beer is brewed in a small outbuilding 
at the back of the Old Bull’s Head. It is distributed by the firm’s one driver. 

That site was used from 1840 for about 150 years, until the business died out. 
But it was brought back to life by brewer Guy Perry seven years ago when he 
suggested to landlord Angus McMeeking that there was a market for real ale. 

Since then business has been r 
booming and plans are being drawn up 
to turn the brewery into a visitor 
centre. 

Mr McMeeking said: “We have a 
really historic brewery so it seems a 
shame for it to be hidden away out the 
back. 

“Real ale is having a major revival 
and people are interested in the way 
beer is brewed. 

“It is still a relatively small scale 
operation but we are happy with the 
way business is going.” 

Mr McMeeking said there are “no 
firm timelines” for the work but he 
hoped to get started this year. 

Vessel 

The brewing process takes a week 
and there are always three loads of ale 
being produced at any time. 

A third of a ton of malt is poured into 
a huge vessel at the start, before 4,500 
pints of water is added and about 1001b 
of hops. 

It is then pumped into a fermenter 
and left there for six days. 

The brewery produces three main 
ales - Bradley’s Finest Golden (BFG), 

Pig on the Wall and Fireside Bitter. 

About 13,000 pints are produced 
each week at the Old Bulls Head using 
the brewery’s three fermenting

Estate agents Lex Allan held the auction 
and sales director Stewart Allcock said the 
homes had been a magnet for metal 
thieves. 

He said: “I can understand many people 
wanted to see them sold. They were made 
safe and secure before their sale.” 

Hospital trust chief executive Paula 
Clarke added: “The money raised will be 
invested in clinical services.”

Shuttle bus move to 
help as car park goes 


A NEW shuttle bus service could be laid on to ferry people into 
Stourbridge when a multi-storey car park is demolished as part 
of a £50 million redevelopment of the Crown Centre. 

Hundreds of parking spaces in the town will be lost when the Bell 
Street site is demolished as part of the scheme to create new shops and 
a Tesco supermarket. Many workers and shoppers will have to use 
spaces outside the town centre in Birmingham Street. Dudley Council 
said it was considering operating a shuttle service. 

It would transport people from 
the Birmingham Street car park on 
the opposite side of the ring road 
into the town centre. 

A similar service funded by trans¬ 
port authority Centro has been 
operating while the town’s new 
£7million bus station is being built 
and is now used by more than 400 
passengers a day. 

It was recently extended until 
July because it has proved so 
popular. The new station is due to 
complete in early 2012. The present 
service is funded by Centro. 

Cabinet member for transport on 
Dudley Council, Councillor Angus 
Adams, said the authority was now 
considering a service along the same 
lines when work starts on the 
Crown Centre. 


Canteen hours 
cut will save 
£50,000 a year 

CLOSING a Dudley hospital canteen for 
11 hours every night will save £50,000 a 
year, bosses have revealed. 

Russells Hall Hospital canteen cur¬ 
rently opens 24 hours a day but will shut 
from 8pm to 7am, starting on May 30. 

Patients, visitors and staff who want 
food and drink will have to use vending 
machines. 

The move is part of the Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust’s plans to save 
£12million over the next financial year, 
and £30m by March 2014. 

Some vending machines will have 
built-in microwave ovens which use a 
barcode system to calculate how long food 
needs to be cooked. 

Three workers on night shifts in the 
canteen, which is run by the hospital’s 
private partner Interserve, will be rede¬ 
ployed to daytime roles. Savings will 
come from reduced wages for staff - they 
are paid more for a night shift - and less 
stock being required. 

Dudley councillor and hospital gover¬ 
nor Steve Waltho said: “I’m concerned the 
hospital’s personal service is suffering.” 

But trust chief executive Paula Clark 
said: “As the Trust operates 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week, we operate a 
number of different shift patterns. By 
introducing the vending machines we 
will ensure that staff working through 
the night will be able to access a wide 
range of hot and cold food, snacks and 
drinks.” 


Place 

“In many ways it would be reten¬ 
tion of the service which is presently 
in place. The idea would be to have 
the stops in the same place as they 
are for the shuttle service at the 
moment,” he said. 

“This would mean people using 
Birmingham Street to park their 
cars would only have to cross the 
road to get to the shuttle stops and 
could be transported into the town 
centre. 

“Measures are being considered 
on what will happen when Bell 
Street closes and is demolished. It 
will mean hundreds of people who 
use that car park will be displaced. 
This would make it easier for people 
to park their cars in Birmingham 
Street and still have easy access into 
the town centre.” 

A date for Crown Centre work to 
start has not been finalised.

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New city car ticks all the boxes 


I N THE PAST, if you wanted 
an affordable runabout you 
had to compromise; refine¬ 
ment, cabin quality, perform¬ 
ance and equipment levels 
were never great. 

Recently things have started to 
change for the better. Factor in 
buyers downsizing and it’s good to 
see manufacturers upping their 
game. 

Some have responded more quickly 
than others, with Korean firm Kia sur¬ 
prising industry observers with its new 
Picanto. 

The outgoing car has been a huge 
success, but it remains a genuine budget 
car - there’s a big step from this to Kia’s 
family hatch C’eed, for instance. 

Not anymore, as the company has deliv¬ 
ered a new Picanto boasting greater levels 
of refinement, a more dynamic on-road per¬ 
formance, improved cabin and boot space, 
family car levels of safety kit and economy, 
and emissions low enough to rival anything 
with a Bluemotion badge. 

Essentially this latest generation Picanto 
is a mature and sophisticated interpretation

of the classic city car. It’s still small enough 
to drive around town and slot into those 
impossibly small parking spaces, but now it 
has the ride and handling qualities of some¬ 
thing much bigger. 

The same is true of the car’s cabin, which 
is now more accommodating - thanks to a 
fractionally longer wheelbase - and fur¬ 
nished with noticeably higher grade materi¬ 
als. It’s also a more stylish environment, 
which does much to distance the Picanto 
from the unadventurous stereotype of 
Korean cars of old. 

Confidence 

Style-wise this Picanto could never be 
described as unadventurous. Clearly influ¬ 
enced by Kia’s Spoilage SUV, the Picanto’s 
bold looks demonstrate the new- found 
confidence of the firm’s design team. 

There will be no mistaking this car’s fuss- 
free sheetmetal and bold nose treatment for 
anything else in the supermarket car park. 
Getting younger buyers into the Picanto is 
priority right now, and Kia executives make 
no excuses for the car’s striking appear¬ 
ance. 

At the Picanto’s core is a duo of small 
capacity petrol engines and impressive 
headline economy and emissions figures. 



UK buyers will get a choice of 1.0-litre and 
1.2-litre units with a five-speed manual 
gearbox and the option of a four-speed auto. 

In standard trim the three-cylinder 1.0 
motor emits just 99g/km C02, with the 
bigger engine emitting 105g/km. Power 
output is 69 and 85 horsepower respec¬ 
tively, while economy for the 1.0-litre lump is 
67.2mpg and 62.7mpg for the 1.2. 

The inclusion of stop-start technology 
knocks four points off the three-pot engine’s 
rating, and although impressive don’t 
expect to see the technology on all the cars. 

The Picanto already breaks the magic 
lOOg/km figure, and the cost of the stop- 
start kit could be used to offer a different 
alloy wheel choice or other similarly priced 
creature comforts. 

In practice the 1.0-litre Picanto will sur¬ 
prise many with its ability to keep pace with 
traffic, hold its own at motorway speeds and 
tackle corners with the maturity of some¬ 
thing produced closer to home. 

Kia’s little city car is now all grown up, and 
its overall performance is easily a match for 
anything in the same class from Europe. 

What’s most impressive is that three- 
cylinder motor. A willing performer that 
never becomes raucous even when 
pushed hard, its flexible nature ensures 
smooth progress at urban speeds and 
there’s always enough in reserve for the 
occasional traffic light grand prix and out- 


of-town adventure. The 1.2-litre car offers a 
little more power and might be suited to 
anyone who regularly ventures outside the 
city limits. In practice the performance gain 
is a small one and, besides, the plucky 
three-cylinder motor sounds nicer. 

For many the ownership experience will 
be just as important, and with Kia offering 
three trim levels it’s unlikely that you’ll be 
short of choice. 

Aside from the usual sus¬ 
pects - power steering, 
remote locking, anti-lock 
brakes - depending 
on the trim level, 
you can expect 
to see the 
likes of 


electric windows and mirrors, air-con, alloy 
wheels and an audio unit including MP3 
player connectivity. 

Kia’s now famous, and generous, war¬ 
ranty is another plus that shouldn’t be for¬ 
gotten, and there’s the Picanto’s seven - 
yes, seven - airbags. For a small car Kia’s 
Picanto makes a big impression.
